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HISTORY OF THE CENTRAL ORPHANAGE 
OF NORTH CAROLINA 


In August, 1882, The Colored Orphanage Association was formed 
in Henderson, North Carolina, by members of the Shiloh and Wake 
Associations. The idea was presented by Dr. Augustus Shepard, who 
noticed during his travel throughout the state the large number of 
homeless, neglected children. 


At a later meeting the Association set out to find a sutiable loca- 
tion for the prospective orphan home. Many difficulties were en- 
countered and in October, 1883, a farm of twenty-three acres located 
one and one-half miles from Oxford on the Raleigh Road, was obtain- 
ed for $1565.00. One-half of the price was paid at the time possession 
was given. The Orphanage was named the “Grant Colored Asylum.” 


The Grant Orphanage Asylum ceased to exist in 1887 when ‘‘The 
Colored Orphanage Asylum of N. C.” was incorporated. The members 
of the board were Rev. Augustus Shepard, Rev. Joshua Perry, Rev. 
W. A. Patillo, Rev. Isaac Alston, Rev. J. W. Levy, Mr. M. F. Thornton, 
Mr. H. E. Long, Mr. Henry Hester and Honorable H. P. Cheatham. 


The Orphanage was incorporated as a non-denominational insti- 
tution to receive children deprived of their parents and means of sup- 
port, and to train them along religious, moral and industrial lines in 
order to fit them for useful law-abiding citizens. 


When the Orphanage was known as the “Grant Orphanage” Rev. 
Joshua Perry was elected its first superintendent and Rev. W. A. Pa- 
tillo was named General Agent. The Rev. Perry served for one year 
and was succeeded by Miss Bessie Hockin, a Canadian woman, who 
served from 1884 to 1886. Miss Hockin not only served without salary, 
but also donated her furniture to the orphan home. She had no income 
of her own and lived only by faith. It was during that time that Mr. 
Henry Hester, of Oxford, volunteered to pay all bills contracted in 
providing food for the orphans. Mr. Hester acted as Treasurer of the 
Orphanage until his death in 1901. 

Rev. W. A. Patillo served as superintendent for the year 1886- 
1887. It was during his adminstration that Mrs. Adline Cogwell be- 
came connected with the institution as matron. Mrs. Cogwell not only 
received no pay, but worked to help support the children of the insti- 
tution. 

In 1887 the Board of Directors elected Rev. Robert Shepard 
superintendent without promise of remuneration. Rev. M. C. Ransom 
gave board to the new superintendent until a three-room house could 
be enlarged. The enlarged building served as the superintendent’s 
home, boys’ dormitory, dining room and kitchen. A few years later a 
girls’ dormitory was built, and near it a laundry building was built. 

According to data received from the superintendent’s report of 
1902-1903, a forty-four acre farm was purchased in 1895 at the cost 
of $1,440. A little later an adjoining lot of four acres was bought. In 
1898 one acre of land located directly in front of the Orphanage prop- 
erty was bought. On this land a home for the superintendent was 
erected. It was a frame structure consisting of nine rooms. A small 
store room in the home was used for storage of clothing. Shoes were 
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kept in an outhouse located in the yard of the superintendent’s home. 
A few years later a donation of three acres of land on which was lo- 
cated a well built house, was gratefully received. There were on hand 
numerous applications for admittance that had been deferred because 
of lack of space. On Thanksgiving Day, 1903, twenty young children 
and a matron moved into this new home, since space was made avail- 
able for the new children. 

Donations from Mr. B. N. Duke, churches, associations and fra- 
ternal orders were received yearly. Produce from the farm supplied 
the table, and cotton and corn were grown for the market. The pro- 
ceeds from these sales helped greatly in meeting current obligations. 
The legislature of the State of North Carolina appropriated $5,000 
yearly to the institution. This amount was increased to $10,000 during 
Rev. Shepard’s administration. Rev. Shepard resigned his position at 
Oxford in 1907 in order to help with the establishment of the Orphan- 
age in Forsyth County near Winston-Salem, North Carolina. 


Mr. H. P. Cheatham, ex-Congressman and a member of the origi- 
nal board of incorporators, succeeded Rev. Shepard as superintendent. 
Mr. Cheatham served as superintendent from 1907-1935. In keeping 
with progressive ideas brick buildings were constructed during his ad- 
ministration to replace the original frame buildings. The bricks were 
made on the Orphanage grounds by the boys. The buildings erected 
were a boys’ dormitory, girls’ dormitory, chapel, dining room, laundry, 
and dormitory for small boys. The Angier B. Duke School and Office 
Building were erected during this time, a gift of Mr. B. N. Duke. The 
farm acreage was increased until it reached the size of 400 acres. 


The Orphanage was re-incorporated in 1927 under the name ‘“‘The 
Colored Orphanage of North Carolina.” The following were named to 
the board of directors: M. F. Thornton, M. C. Ransom, J. W. Levy, 
J.C. Jeffries, J. E. Shepard, N. A. Cheek, Alex Peace, G. C. Shaw. 


Under the act of re-incorporation it was authorized that the Gov- 
ernor of North Carolina would appoint five white men of Granville 
County as members of the board of directors. 


In 1935 Mr. H. P. Cheatham died, and his son Charles succeeded 
him as superintendent. Mr. Charles Cheatham served for two years. 
At the end of the period he resigned to accept work in a northern city. 


Mr. T. K. Borders was elected superintendent in February, 1937. 
His program emphasized the improvement of living conditions; special 
attention was given to health, diet, discipline and play. During the ad- 
ministration of Mr. Borders many improvements were made in the 
physical plant among which may be mentioned the installation of a 
heating plant in the boys’ dormitory, addition of a washing machine 
and also sewer connection with the main sewer system of the city of 
Oxford. On October 15, 1940, Superintendent Borders died. The Or- 
phanage was directed by its Assistant Superintendent, Mr. C. A. Al- 
ston until March 1, 1941, when Mr. T. A. Hamme was elected super- 
intendent. 


Mr. Hamme found at the Colored Orphanage a definite need for 
continued physical and cultural improvements and the development of 
a definite vocational and recreational program. During his adminis- 
tration considerable progress was made along these lines, and efforts 
were made to have the institution meet standards set by other educa- 
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tional institutions of the state. Buildings were screened and the in- 
teriors renovated. A new modern dairy barn, stable, shop and super- 
intendent’s home were erected. 


In 1946 a special financial campaign was begun to secure funds 
for an expansion program which included remodeling of the girls’ 
dormitory, new boys’ dormitory, vocational building, girls’ cottage and 
infirmary. 

The loss of the boys’ dormitory by fire on March 20, 1948, necessi- 
vated the use of all available funds to replace the building. This dor- 
mitory was known as the Robert Shepard Building. The citizens of the 
entire state of North Carolina and elsewhere contributed their finan- 
ces to make possible the new Robert Shepard Building, which has been 
in use since 1949. 


Emphasis has been placed on the development of the individual 
child to his fullest potentialities. A scholarship fund has been estab- 
lished by Robert Shepard, Oxford mortician, to enable those children 
who have ability to continue their training above the high school level. 
Under this program ten children have completed courses of study be- 
yond the high school level. 


There have been improvements made in the establishment of a 
well-rounded vocational program. The Carver Vocational Building, 
given by the New Farmers of America, was put in use in 1950. The 
boys are taught shoe repairing, farming, dairying, general repairing 
and care of the lawns. This training is given through work experience. 

The development of a full time sewing department greatly reduc- 
ed the cost of clothing and furnishes the main part of the vocational 
training for girls. In addition, the girls are taught laundering, cook- 
ing and general housekeeping. 


Though there has been no full-time director of recreational ac- 
tivities, there is a realization of the important part that this activity 
plays in the child’s growth. More opportunities for play and socializ- 
ing minimize the behavior problems of the group. The program is in a 
stage of development, and at the present time free play, movies, bus 
rides, outings, ball games, Boy Scouts programs, band and choral ac- 
tivities are the main recreational features. 


On April 15, 1951, Superintendent Hamme died. D. O. Leather- 
berry was appointed by the Board of Directors as acting Superinten- 
dent until August 31, at which time Reverend T. H. Brooks was elect- 
ed Superintendent and began his duties September 1, 1951. The steady 
progress of the past decade is being continued with emphasis on all 
needs of the children. 

The present objective of the Orphanage is to provide physical 
care, individual understanding of the child and his problems, and to 
give training to enable the child to become an asset to the society in 
which he must live. Consequently, greater care is given to the selec- 
tion of children in order to reduce the number of unhealthy and men- 
tal defectives that have been frequently admitted. The children’s 
health has been very good, accentuated by the fact that there have 
been no deaths or serious illnesses for a number of year. 

The institution is continuing to expand its facilities in the effort 
to meet the ever increasing need for its service in keeping with pres- 
ent day trends. Approximately $1,000,000.00 has been raised and spent 
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for improvements of a permanent nature during the administration of 
Reverend Brooks. The following lists a few of such accomplishments: 
new and modern bathrooms in the girls’ dormitory; new heating 
plants in school building, girls’ dormitory and little boys’ dormitory; 
complete renovation of Cheatham Building which houses the audito- 
rium and dining room; complete renovation of little boys’ dormitory 
and Angier B. Duke School Building and the building of a freezer 
locker. The Annie Rogers Cottage has been rebuilt and provides 
housing for a staff member. 


In the fall of 1961 a new one-family dwelling unit, known as The 
Gregory Cottage, was completed on the institution’s campus. This unit 
constructed of brick veneer, consists of five rooms and bath and was 
erected for the use of the institution’s assistant superintendent and his 
family. The cottage is named in honor of the late Mr. Francis Greg- 
ory of Leamington, Ontario, Canada, who had great interest in the 
Colored Orphanage and was a native of Granville County, North 
Carolina. 

By an act of the 1965 State Legislature, the name of the Colored 


Orphanage of North Carolina was changed to the ‘Central Orphanage 
of North Carolina. 


REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT

Greetings: 

Again, I am happy to submit to you a report of activities of the 
institution for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1965 and ending June 
30, 1966. 


Total revenue from all sources amounted to $202,650.24, which 
was an increase of $451.34 over the previous year’s income. Our con- 
tributions reached a new high of $57,367.26. This was made possible 
through special donations to our plant fund for the express purpose 
of constructing a gymnasium. We are grateful for this continued ex- 
pression of confidence in our program. 


Expenditures exceeded the budget estimates by the amount of 
$4,065.02; however, we expended $1,879.50 in increasing salaries in 
the lower brackets during the latter half of the fiscal year. 


Expenditures from the Permanent Improvement Fund have been 
held at a minimum in the effort to continue adding to funds reserved 
for the gymnasium. 


Dairy operations showed a net profit of $38,383.35. Total profits 
from farm and dairy operations were $1,493.00, an increase of $924.14 
over the previous year. 


Total contributions have increased constantly during the past 
several years; however, the cost of operation is rising so rapidly that 
it is necessary to use a larger percentage of funds received from con- 
tributions for current expenses. During the year 1964-65 contributions 
for current operations amounted to $12,864.79, or 24% of total contri- 
butions; for the year 1965-66 the total of contributions was $25,209.44, 
or 44% of total contributions. Thus, the amount of contributions 
allocated for current operations nearly doubled over the past year. If 
this trend should continue, we shall soon be unable to meet the cost 
of permanent repairs, since all expenditures for this purpose must be 
made from monies received through contributions. 


Negotiations are continuing in our efforts to secure plans for the 
proposed gymnasium. We feel that the George W. Kane Company, in 
cooperation with Mr. M. A. Ham, Architect, has worked out a com- 
promise plan for the building, at a cost that is realistic and within our 
price range. 

Attorneys are awaiting a decision from the Board before making 
further moves to clear the title on property in Sampson County. 


During the ensuing academic year we plan to have one student 
pursuing advanced training at each of the following institutions: 
Shaw University, Livingstone College and Lincoln Hospital School of 
Nursing. :

REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT 
Reverend T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 


The year 1965-66 was a marvelous one here at the Central Or- 
phanage of North Carolina. We are very fortunate to have the dedica- 


tion of staff in effectively maintaining the program of nurture at this 
institution. 


The boys and girls entrusted to our care participated in many 
off-campus activities. On August 23, 1965, every child was able to 
visit the park at High Point, North Carolina for recreational pur- 
poses—swimming, dancing, rides, and participation in numerous 
games. Our boys and girls enjoyed this day of fun and look forward 
to it annually. 


The institution’s concert and marching band made great strides. 
Beginner classes were accelerated to improve and evaluate the band. 
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Quite a few of the band members were lost through graduation and 
general release; however, it was still possible to maintain a group 
which was large enough to afford good entertainment. 


The band made several appearances around the state. Such par- 
ticipation included the following: A concert at the Eaton Johnson 
Elementary School in Henderson, N.C., Homecoming activities at 
Mary Potter High School, Oxford, and The Henderson Institute, Hen- 
derson, N.C.; the Shriner’s Parade held in Fayetteville, N.C., the 
North Carolina Volunteer Fireman’s Parade in Warrenton, N.C.; The 
Davie Educational Union Picnic at Mocksville, North Carolina, and 
Several engagements in the immediate area of Granville County. 


Under the leadership of Mrs. Bettie J. Mayes and Mr. L. L. Bart- 
lett, a smaller group composed of members from our band and choir 
was organized. This group proved to be very much in demand and suc- 
cessfully rendered services on the following occasions: The meeting 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary of the Cedar Grove Association in Burling- 
ton; at the First Baptist Church in Jonesville, North Carolina; and at 
two churches of the Lane Creek Baptist Association when these 
churches observed Orphanage day in Charlotte, North Carolina. 


The entire choir participated in a program held at the Center 
Street A.M.E. Zion Church, in Statesville, North Carolina. Also, the 
choir participated in programs held in the immediate community. Chil- 
dren of both groups looked forward to making each of these trips. 


The Christmas holidays are the most glorious of the entire year. 
During this season, plans are made for a Merry Christmas for all of 
the children. Fruits, nuts, candies, clothing and toys from relatives, 
church groups, organizations, fraternal groups and businesses arrive 
daily. Of particular pleasure to each boy and girl are the bus rides 
to nearby towns to see the Christmas lights and decorations, which 
culminate each Christmas season. 


The spiritual and moral training program for the children here 
at the orphanage is carried out to its fullest extent. This program in- 
cludes regular Sunday School, mid-week prayer services, vesper ser- 
vices on Second and fourth Sundays, church attendance in the city on 
first and third Sundays, and the annual two-week Daily Vacation 
Bible School which was enjoyed by sixty-seven children during the 
past year. 

A significant change for economical efficiency was recognized in 
our entire farm operation. All areas—swine, dairy, field and row 
crops—have slowly but surely made progress. Under the supervision 
of Mr. J. A. Allen, Farm Superintendent, we are learning the proper 
use of our farm equipment for more effective farm operation. As a 
result it was possible to do more work in shorter periods of time. In 
addition, our boys were able to receive better agricultural training. 

This report would most certainly be incomplete without the men- 
tion of the cleaning program with regard to our buildings as well as 
the institutional grounds. Housemothers took special interest in clean- 
ing and restoring life and beauty to furnishings and surroundings. 

Our Grounds Foreman, Mr. Randolph Glover, was very successful 
in developing a beautiful green lawn for campus-wide beauty and 
enjoyment for our students and visiting friends. 
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May I express my thanks to you and the staff for the fine co- 
operation which I received throughout the year.

ANGIER B. DUKE SCHOOL REPORT 


Rey. T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 


The educational growth of any child rests upon excellent teaching 
in the classroom, on the playground, or in whatever activities teachers 
provide leadership for children. Few jobs are more demanding; but 
few are more rewarding. To help a child achieve the human promise 
born in him is a noble task. This is the teacher’s task. 


Today, children must acquire more knowledge and more complex 
abilities than ever before. Therefore, teachers must acquire more 
knowledge and more improved skills than ever before. 


The teacher is, next to the parent, the most important person in 
bringing about socially desirable changes in the child’s physical, in- 
tellectual, emotional, social and moral development. Next to the parent, 
the teacher has the greatest influence on what kind of person the 
child is now, and will become later. 


Today’s teacher has a great job to do. Each teacher must assume 
responsibility for deciding where the child is, in relation to the re- 
quirements of society; and regardless of what may be prescribed, it 
is her job to teach the child what he or she is ready to learn. 


All children are not ready to learn when they enter school. There- 
fore, it is the teacher’s duty to ascertain what the child is ready to 
learn, and organize learning activities which will help each child 
make reasonable progress. This is no easy task. It can only be achieved 
through parents and teachers working closely together. 


By working together last year, 1965-66, the children came to 
school more regularly; we had fewer absentees. As a result, a teacher 
was added to the faculty. This addition decreased the number of chil- 
dren each teacher had to guide. The teachers had a better chance to 
work individually with each child. The added teacher, Miss Victoria 
Peace, has done a splendid job. She is a graduate of Barber-Scotia 
College. Her helpful ideas helped to bring about many needed changes 
in the school program. 


Through the E.S.E.A., two teacher aides were added to our fac- 
ulty. They worked cooperatively with each teacher. This gave each 
teacher more time to guide the above-average and the average child 
and then work more closely with the below average child. Many of 
these children made more progress than ever before. 


Our total enrollment for last year was 264. One hundred and six 
children were those from the Central Orphanage; and 158 were from 
the nearby community. Many children did not do what we had hoped 
they would have done, but all children made some progress at their 
own rate. 


Out of a membership of 256 children, 236 children or 92% made 
sufficient progress to be promoted. 
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The teachers did an excellent job in guiding each child at his 
own rate of achievement.

REPORT OF CLOTHING SUPERVISOR 


The Rev. T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 


The art of sewing is more than the ability to cut and stitch. It is 
a combination of skills, each contributing their share toward making a 
perfectly finished garment. These skills result in having well fitted, 
attractive clothing at a minimum cost, as well as giving personal 
pleasure. 

Here at the institution girls are taught how to renovate and mend 
as well as how to read a guide sheet and follow pattern instructions 
for making a garment. 

The sewing room is equipped with eight machines; therefore, it 
it possible to teach from eight to ten girls each day. A pressing 
board, steam iron for pressing seams and a dress form are among oth- 
er pieces of equipment which help to assure a good fitting garment. 
Many of our girls are greatly interested in learning to sew and make 
every effort to learn ali that they can about the subject. 

Since being here as clothing supervisor much assistance has been 
given to help me become better acquainted with my new duties. For so 
many acts of kindness, I am thankful to each member of the staff. I 
believe in years to come, my efforts will prove my gratitude. 

We are grateful for clothing, yard goods, and other sewing sup- 
plies received from various churches, clubs and other organizations. 

The number of items repaired during the year is too difficult to 
remember; inasmuch as this particular phase of activities is practical- 
ly continuous.

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REPORT OF FARM SUPERINTENDENT 


Reverend T. H. Brooks, Superintendent: 


If the farm life of our boys is to be enriched and happy through 
farming experiences, there must be a close relationship between staff 
and the children. 

In looking back on accomplishments of the past year, 1965-66, we 
feel that we were quite progressive. We were able to add to our farm 
building program a fuel house which stores a 500-gallon gas tank and 
space enough for a motor oil supply. 

We also built a 20 x 60 farm equipment shed which gives protec- 
tion to our machinery. 

Since swine production has been and still is a greater part of the 
institution’s need, new interest has been created. We have constructed 
an eight-stall farrowing house which has enabled us to grow more and 
better pigs. At the present time we have eight brood sows, three gilts, 
four shoats and one boar. During the past year we butchered 10,867 
pounds of pork. 

In the dairy operation the milk production was above average 
during the year 1965-66. We culled our herd and made replacements 
and by doing so were able to bring our average milk production up to 
10,598 pounds of milk per cow. Great improvement in our dairy opera- 
tion enabled us to win an award given by DHIA for the most improve- 
ment of any member of the Dairy Herd Improvement Association. 

Here at the institution we have four tractors with equipment, 
tobacco sprayer, manure spreader, lime drill, sileage cutter—both corn 
and grass, four farm wagons and a mowing machine as well as other 
tools of lesser value. 

Crops grown were fruit, vegetables, corn, hay, tobacco, and mel- 
ons. One thousand bushels of corn were raised for grain on twenty- 
five acres. Two hundred ninety tons of corn for silage was raised on 
twenty-five acres. On 3.67 acres 6,330 pounds of tobacco was produced. 
Total receipts for this commodity were $4,036.14, the average price 
per hundred pounds being $63.37. Four hundred bushels of sweet 
potatoes and 165 bushels of white potatoes were harvested during the 
past year which we felt was a good yield. 

We are grateful to everyone who helped to make the past year 
successful in every respect.
